"RECENT KIDNAPPING. 


Shanghai, June 30. 


Seven children, two women 
and one man, all victims of a bold 
gang of kidnappera who brought 
them to Shanghai from a village 
near Sungkiang, yesterday 
wore: returned to. their homes 
after ‘being released by tho 
police of Yangtzepoo Station. An 
investigation is being conducted 
by Det.-Sgt. Wardrop and arrests 
may be made shortly, ; 

‘The.man kidnapped by the gang 
is the hend man of the village in 
which he: Hives. . It is believed that 
the victims were to be held for ran- 
som. They were brought to this 
city from Sungkiang on ‘a small 
junk and were belng held prisoners 
in a Chinese dwelling house at 339 
‘Ward Road. io 


Polico Get News, 


Information concerning the. 
whereabouts of the; kidnappers and 
their victims was obtained late on 
‘Friday by the Kiangsu Water .Po- 
lice, they learning that the man, wo- 
men and children were being held 
captives’ in the International Set- 
tlement at the Ward Road address. 


The Water. Police’ communicated 
with. the Yangtzcpoo, station, re- 
questing the latter to raid the housc 
in question. and effect tho release 
ef the victims. The Settlement 
police agreed to the -plan and a 
party of Chinese and foreign de- 
tetives armed and wearlng bullet- 
proof vests, sct out for the house, 
ander D, 8, Wardrop. 


House Surrounded... |. 


The housé wos surrounded, and 
at a signal the detectives forced 
their way ints the place, only: to 
find the dwelling empty and with 
na alen ‘of the prisoners and their 
capicrs, ’ 

In the meantime, however, 
while the police were on-thelr way 
to the house from the Yangtzepoo 
police station, the prisoncra, who 
had been held in the Ward Road 
house under guard, realized that 
thelr guards, evidently ‘auspicious, 
had filed .and that they . were no 
longer being watched, : 


Victims Make Outcry. 


The entire party of prisoners 
set up a clamour which was heard 
by .a private . watchman on duty 
nenrby. A passer-by managed to 
open one of..the windows and heard 
the story of the victims. Chincso 
police constables were notified and 
entered the houce, liberating all the 
prisoners. They were escorted 10 
the Yangizepoo police’ station and 
the Kiangau Water Police were com- 
muniented with. , 

Tho victims told-the Settlement 
police’ that they had been kid- 
nepped by a gang of about 50 men, 


‘brought to Shanghai and held in 


the Ward Roadhouse, their guards 
being three men and one woman, 
the men being armed with pistols.

The Law of Insanity. 


Dealing withthe question of ‘in- 
sanity His Lordship said that if 
they found the man insane that 
did not infer that he was not 
guilty, The proper verdict would 
be guilty but insane in that event. 
The English law took a common 
rense vieW with regard to insanity. 
One of the fundamental points in 
considering any case waa that the 
accused person was supposed to bo 
sane until the contrary was proved. 

Therefore, it waa not for the’ 
Crown to show that a man: was 
sane, It was for counsel for the 
prisoner to show . he. waa inanne. 
The jury had to consider whether, 
on all the facts, the defence had 
shown that'the prisoner was insane, 
“Tf it was a fact that the attack 
was made without warning or 
motive the defence could rely on 
that, They could also rely on the 
medien) evidence. There was no 
history regardine the prisoner: but 
Dr. Cannon had given the results 
of hia observation, The cuestion 
now was “Is the man insane or not. 
Has he been shown to be insane or 
not.” ‘ . 

The question, however, was not 
whether -he was generally insane 
but whether he wna insane at the 
i t'me of the crime if he did commit 
jt. Insane persons were excused 
by the Jaw if their insanity :was 
such that owing to mental disense 
they did not know. either the nature 
of their act, know that they were 
doing it, or if they knew what they 
were doing did not know they were 
doing a wrong thing. The defence 
had to show that the man did not 
know he wns Killing ‘the ‘girl or 
b} thet en realising he was killing the 

girl did not realise that he was

The Uen Chi Sez 
politely refused to take the rea- 
ponsibility, ua the Police -Depurt- 
ment was In arrears with the 
wages of the staff and he did not 
want to asgume tho debts, go the 
Chamber of Commerce was called 
upon to make a loan. 


Chamber's Decision. 


The Chamber met and discussed 
tho. aituation with the leading 
officials left in the town, and 
finally decided to advance wages 
for two weeks, until a reorganisa- 
dion could be effected. They have 
Deen assured that there {5 no 
further fighting, and the general 
prospects ara good, if all tho 
reports aro true. . 


The events that Ied up to the 
abdication were a series of de- 
fents and the _ disaffection of 
divisions of: General Wong's 
The last fighting. took 
place at Kwai Ping and resulted 
in’ a rout of General Wong's 
troops,

Wong’s family left some days ago 
and are waiting for him in Hanoi.
